When I say “new,” I mean new only 
in the sense that it was new to this 
country. It was a philosophy well 
knowyg under the autoeratic govern- 
ments of Kurope.

Or in 1900? How many automobiles 
and telephones would there be in the 
country’ How many moving picture 
theaters?

This philosophy was sold to us in 
1933, as a temporary measure, 
we were too troubled to realize what 
was happening. Many business men 
then supported the experiment. Some 
saw in it escape from the rigors of 
competition. Others selfishly wei- 
comed relaxation of legal restrictions 
on monopoly.. Thev failed to see that 
it marked the establishment of cen- 
tralized control by government over 
industry.

Questions, Answers 


On Garden Subjects 


By Mrs. Fletcher Pearson Crown. 


By MRS. FLETCHER PEARSON 
CROWN. 

Question: I have some crape myr- 
tle, hedge plants, Carolina cherries, 
bridal wreath and other spireas which 
need cutting almost to the ground to 
get a good shape. When shall I cut 


them? 


Answer: Crape mprtle should al- 
ways be pruned in the early spring, 
and it also transplants best at that 
time. Hedge plants, privet, can he 
cut af any time. You can prune them 
now if you wish. The cherry laurel 
I would prune in early spring, about 
the last of February. And all shrubs 
that bloom in early spring, as the 
Spireas, | would prune immediately 
after blcoming. Should you cut them 
now you would not have any bloom 
next spring. J wonder if your plants 
are old ones and quite thick at the 
bottom, if so you could dig them dur- 
ing the winter and divide them. Often 
I have made four nice plants out of 
one big spirea and also many little 
rooted switches that soon grow into 
nice shrubs. 

Question: When is the best time 
to reset pampas grass and crape mrr- 
tle? 

Answer: I would wait until spring 
to reset these plants. 

Question: I have an old fence covr- 
ered with Dr. Van Fleet roses. When 
can I prune them severely so that the 
fence can be repaired and the roses 
rept in hounds? 

Answer: Our climbing roses shonld 
he pruned immediately after blooming 
in the spring. The ramblers are 
pruned severely, but the climbers are 
é In fact 
Paul's Scarlet Climber is pruned only 
for dead wood and maybe a bit of 
shaping. However. Van Fleet is so 
closely related to Silver Moon that the 
growth is almost rampant and if you 
do not mind losing your bloom for 
next spring you can prune it now. 


' Gardeners will be wise not to train 


roses nor any vines on fences that 
were never built for that purpose. 

Are you watching your dahlias, and 
taking out the two extra buds that 
grow on each terminal. Also just be- 
low the buds are two leares and in 
the axils of these leaves two more 
shoots are growing rapidly and will 
make it impossible to cut rour first 
blossom with any stem. Pinch these 
out. Keep all faded flowers cut. Pull 
all grass and weeds.

the water level in the earth got 
lower and lower, until the roots of 
the most hardy forms of vegetation 
shriveled before they could reach 
the moisture necessary to growth. 

Soil experts point out that it is 
inconceivable that. the areas sub- 
ject to the worst wind erosion can 
remain inhabitable unless farming 
practices are changed. Their con- 
tention is borne out in what is hap- 
pening, for notwithstanding  he- 
roic efforts of their occupants, 
many farms have been abandoned; 


it is estimated that since 1930 more | 


than 100,000 persons have aban- 
doned the losing fight and moved 
out of the Great Plains region. 

In 1934 it hecame evident 
that the disastrous Situation con- 
fronting the entire section was not 
simply a temporary condition that 
would be rectified by nature, that 
President Roosevelt appointed a 
committee of experts to make an 
exhaustive study that steps might 
be taken to prevent the region 
from becoming a desert, and grad- 
ually extend farther east into sec- 
tions that are now unaffected. 

This committee some time back 
recommended a long-time program 
of conservation, return of a 
large portion of the acreage to pas- 
ture grasses, a minimum of each 
farm to clean-cropping, and the re- 
moval of such land owners as were 
willing to leave the region and set- 
tle in other districts where general 
farming would be possible. 

The federal government has al- 
ready spent $140,000,000 on works 
related to conservation of physical 
assets and $335,000,000 on loans, 
grants and relief disbursements in 
carrying forward suggested plans. 
Cost of the emergency relief pro- 
gram now being carried on in the 
Great Plains district, as a result of 
the 1936 drouth, is estimated by 
Harry L. Hopkins, the WPA ad- 
ministrator, at from $6,000,000 to 
$7,000,000 per month.

JAPAN’S PURPOSES OUTLINED 
A frank and clarifying outline of. 
especially 
in regard to her relations with 
China, is contained in a recent in- 
terview with Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye, president of the Japanese 
house of peers.

“The guiding principle cf oui 
policy,’ Prince Konoye 
states, “is to secure the stabilization 
foster cor- 
dial relations with all countries, 
and such disquieting incidents as 
those that occur now and then in 
North China or along the Sibenan 
and Mongolian borders are but rip- 


ples on the surface, beneath which 


lies deep and placid water.” 


The interview with Konove is 
of unusual significance because he 
is the foremost figure among the’ 


'younger and the progressive states- 


men of the nation, and is regarded 
as certain to be premier at some 
future time, and because it was 
given to Hiroshi Clarke Kawakami, 
the American-born and educated 
son of an American woman and a 
noted Japanese journalist who has 
for many years represented leading 
Tokyo newspapers in Washington. 
Upon his graduation at Prince- 
ton young Kawakami entered the 
newspaper field in Tokyo, and his 
connections and ability assure the 
accuracy of his interview with this 
member the Japanese govern-_ 
ment. 

In discussing Japan’s relations 
with China, Prince Konoye empha- | 
sizes that: 


China must cease to foment or 
keep alive-anti-Manchukuo and anti- 
Japanese agitation. She must also 
cease to plot with outside powers. 
against us. Then Japan, on her pert, 
will extend to China both moral and 
material aid and will co-operate wita 
her in the suppression of the Com- 
munistiec rebellions which have 
harassed China these eight years. 


of 


Prince Konoye expresses faith in 
the success of the Japanese policy| 
of “eliminating one by one the 
causes of friction with Russia by 
putting the relations between the 
two nations upon a secure founda- 
tion of mutual friendliness,’ and 
is also confident that the naval 
question can be settled between 
Japan, the United States and Great 
Britain ‘“‘without disturbing the tra- 
ditional friendship between the 
three sea powers.” 

Particularly with reference to the 
United States, the Japanese leader 
‘it is foolish to assume 
that the two nations, just because 
they have not found a common 
formula for naval reduction, will 
fall out, or that they will embark 
upon a reckless building competi- 
tion.” 

Citing Japan’s agrarian problem 
of a small arable area and a large 
population, Prince Konoye refers 
to the delicate question of the re- 
sulting increase of Japanese indus- 
try and the growth in Japanese im- 
ports into the world markets and 
takes: the position that— 


We must exercise patience § and 
keep on negotiating in a friendly 
spirit. We are confident that in the 
end we shall have a better hearing. | 
The fact that in America and Eng- 
land there are not a few forward- 
looking men, who recognize the in- 
justice in the present distribution of 
resources among the nations, en- 
courages us in taking this sanguine 
view. 

In a world constantly being 
drawn closer together, through the 
rapid development of transportation 
and communication agencies, and 
with the various nations becoming, 
as a result, more and more depend- 
ent upon each other for economic 
Stability, there is sound logic in 


much of what Prince Konoye says. 


But Japan must bring a perma- 
nent working basis between the 
diplomatic and military branches of 
its government before the world 
will take without a grain of salt 
its protestations of desire for peace 
and friendship. All too often the 
fine work of her diplomats has 
been undone overnight by the de- 
liberate acts of her military lead- 
ers, over whom the civil govern- 
ment has no authority.

The School and Democracy. 


[ said above, that our deepest in- 
terest in what the schools are doing 
to our boys and girls, comes from the 
fact that we must live with them. and 
‘hey must live with us. Here is the 
very crux of democracy. Can people 
learn to live happily and prosperously 
with aach other? To do so will re- 
quire that the citizenship ehall have 
an intelligent and sympathetic appre- 
ciation of human values. Human life 
must be the supreme ralue. and the 
worth of all things must be judged by 
iheir service to human welfare. This 
alone can justify our boasted defini- 
tion of American democracy: “Goy- 
ernment of the people, by the people, 
and for the people.” And the only 
justification for our state controlled 
schools is, that they should develop 
in our youth this appreciation of hu- 
man rights, and reverence for human 
life. 

Here again I find my patriotism and 
my religion in perfect harmony. Jesus 
fnaught the supreme value of a human 
life, and in picture parable of the last 
judgment. He divided all humanity ac- 
cording as they had served or neg- 
lected to serve human needs, It ig 
indeed a tragedy that His religion 
should so often be defined in terms of 
suppression and limitation of _ life, 
when His invitation is: “Come unto 
me and I will give you life, and give 
it vou abundantly.” And sneh a life 
of service calls for the deepest enulture 
of the entire personality, freeing every 
faculty of the body and spirit for 
world-wide ministries. It demands a 
knowledge which shall broaden the 
horizon of the soul until it shall in- 
ciude within its eympathetic care all 
children of men. To live the 
largest life one must live in the lives 
of others.

Voters Seek Chief Economies in ‘Ordinary’ U. S. Expenditures 


Balance of 4,000,000 
Estimated Relief Vote 
Goes to Lemke, Others

TEW YORK, Sept. 12.—President Roosevelt would poll approximately 

3,050,000 of the estimated 4,000,000 votes of persons on relief 
todav, Governor Landon would poll about 700,000, and all other 
didates together would poll 250,000. _ Those facts are disclosed 
latest poll of the Institute of Public Opinion. 

Expressed in percentages, these persons are 81% 
19% for Landon. Four years ago these persons 82% 
for Herbert Hoover. 

Obviously, the expenditure of federal moneys for relief has 
not increased Roosevelt's popularity with these voters, though 
it undoubtedly has retained their support. 

The decline of one point in their vote is in contrast 
greater decline in Roosevelt's strength for the country at large. from 
$9 in 1932 to $24 today. Month-by-month chart lines of the 
stitute of Public Opinion show 
standing with all the voters, but only 
the relief vote. 

There is one important difference, however, between the President's 
big majority with relief voters in 1932 and his majority in 1936: 

Four years ago the relief vote was part of a general Demo- 
cratic landslide, but in November it may be a deciding factor in 

a nip-and-tuck election. Certainly it will be decisive as long as 

reliefers are 81% for Roosevelt, while the rest of the voters of 

the country are almost evenly divided. 
4,000,000 Relief Votes Estimated. 

In reporting, for the first time in history, how one such important 
class of_voters will vote, the Institute of Public Opinion faces obvious 
difficulties. The number of persons on relief rolls and on WPA rolls 
fluctuates from day to day and month to month, At present, with the 
bulk of relief cases turned over to the states, whose administrators are 
not keeping or furnishing accurate figures, even President Roosevelt 
does not know the exact number on relief rolls. 

There is strong Roosevelt sentiment among voters above the 
relief level, however, so that a rough estimate of the actual relief vote 
does not overestimate Roosevelt’s strength in the lowest income levels, 
In March, when WPA Administrator Harry Hopkins estimated 20.000,- 
persons on relief, Institute polls were canvassing a slightly 
greater number of actual reliefers than today. Their vote was 78% to 
22°, for Roosevelt. Today, with about 19 millions on relief, the vote 
is 81° to 19% Roosevelt. 

Of the total number of persons now on relief, about 11 millions are 
Some 4 million of this number are ineligible to vote, 
however, because thev are aliens or tra are disfranchised for 
some other reason, This leaves about 7 million who can vote. 

Assuming that these eligibles will go to the polls in about the same 
as all of eligible voters, that would mean an actual 
elief vote of 4 millions, and this is the figure which the Inistitute uses 
determining how many votes it must receive from reliefers in its 
cross-sections of the voting population. 

Lemke Stands Still. 

While William Lemke was making a slight gain, from 4.6% to 5.0% 
throughout the country last fortnight, his vote from reliefers did hot 
vary from what it was in the poll reported August 23.

NEW YORK, Sept. 12.—Between now and budget-time next winter 
the experts of congress and the Treasury Department will be cudgeling 
, their brains for ways and means of scaling federal government expendi- 
| tures downwards. Even now, with the presidential election only seven 
| weeks away both parties are able to speak of “cutting down federal 

expenditures” in only the most general terms. 

Today, for the first time, however, it is possible to record where 
and how the voters want reductions made, as the result of a nation-wide 
poll by the American Institute of Public Opinion. 

| Non-expert and non-technical though it is, this opinion is impressive 
as the first symposium of the kind ever published.

Out of five principal horns of plenty, the federal government plans 
to pour something more than seven and a half billion dollars in the 
fiscal year which began July 1 and ends June 30, 1937. 

The greatest sums will be those spent on unemployment relief and 
recovery, with a minimum of $1,835,000,000 already marked off for 
those purposes in President Roosevelt’s estimate of September 1. 

Only half as much ($992, 000.000) is scheduled to go for the civil 
departments—the so-called ‘“‘ordinary’” expenses of government. Yet 
voters place their fingers on this division for most drastic reductions. 
Forty-one per cent of those who favor reductions at all indicate that 
they should be made here.

putes as described in Editor Kane's 
“War or Peace” is by no means a 


new dream, nor a fanciful one. Where 
the League of Nations, acting as an 


arbitrary body, has failed, it is a 
failure not because of insincerity of 
purpose, but because of weakness of 
national character and international 
bonds of relationship. Its coming at 
the time it did, at the end of the 
greatest conflict in the history of 
mankind, was neither wholly oppor- 
tune nor altogether unpropitious. Un- 
fortunately, the World Court and 
the League of Nations were given 
to the world a hundred years in ad- 


vance of their time—to the people of 
a world who, in spite of their weary 
denunciations of warfare and whole- 


sale slaughter, are very little closer 
to the clear realization of the real 
case against war than were the na- 
tions of Europe at the time of the 
Hundred Years’ War. 

The underlying causes of warfare 


and the possible means of eradicating 
these causes are hinted at, too, sketch- 
ilv, perhaps, in “War or Peace.” 
While the book is certainly not a rev- 
elation—-(although it tells more in a 
mere 60 pages than hundreds of oth- 
have in 260)—the reading of it 
all wasted effort. It is a 
plainly written, plainly designed ap- 
peal for peace to a world which in its 
3.412 years of recorded history has 
known only 27 years to be entirely 
peaceful. Written by an American 
businessman, editor of “Picturesque 
America,’ it is an appeal for a re- 
turn to peace and normalcey—not for 
the fearful peace imposed 
upon weaker by aggressor nations, 
but for a 
understanding 
mankind.

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BRIDGE ACCORDING TO 


By ELY CULBERTSON. 
BE CONSISTENT. 


ONSISTENT over-bidders and 
consistent under-bidders can 
hardly be reckoned expert 

but the inclusion of that word ‘‘con- 
sistent” is at least a big point in 
their favor. Neither type is half so 
dangerous as the type that has ag- 
gressive fits one moment and con 
servative ones the next. 


Allowances can often be made for 
known aggressive or conservative 
tendencies, but when it becomes nec- 
essary to guess which way the pen- 
dulum has swung on any individual 
hand, a partnership must go tw pot. 


Many of the outstanding experts 
consistently, and purposely, overbid 
slightly against all but equally ex- 
pert opposition—and because they 
are consistent in their philosophy, 
they get good results. The same 
thing applies to other experts who 
are consistently conservative: their 
partners need never “pull their 
punches”—they can double or re- 
double freely on the assurance that 
the tricks advertised by previous 
bids will actually appear. 


Theoretically, of course, the per- 
fect bidder is one who neither over- 
bids nor underbids, but who hits the 
bull’s-eye of precise evaluation. Un- 
fortunately, this par is extremely 
difficult of achievement. But it is 
well within the powers of every 
player to recognize his own tend- 
ency, and if he cannot correct it, 
to stick to it! 


Are Experts Bores? Or Boors? 

Dick Frey, one of the world's 
greatest analysts and players, writ- 
ing in The Bridge World Magazine, 
has some pertinent remarks to make 
on the subject of serious and frivol. 
ous bridge: 

“Did you ever notice the air of 
solemnity at a tournament table 


about which experts are gathered? 
To many people this solemn air in 
connection with a mere game is ridi- 
culous. They, they will tell you, 
play for fun—and where's the fun 
in taking things so seriously? 


They mean, of course, that they 
play for amusement—and their 
point of view is a confession of the 
poor bridge they play, for a good 
player gets his amusement out of 
the intense competition. For “fun” 
he goes to the movies where it is 
up to other people to amuse him. 


It is impossible to play good bridge 
in a non-serious atmosphere. The 
reason is that the more subtle in- 
ferences of bids and plays are lost 
in even the mildest of “social” airs. 
It is partly because of this that 
bridge experts as a class have ob 
tained the reputation of being a 
mannerless, surly lot—and, at the 
bridge table, at least, this is un 
fortunately but more or less neces 
sarily true. 


The uninitiated may wonder at 
the understanding which marks an 
expert partnership; this is because 
they fail to see at all the circum 
stantial evidence which one partner 
knows has been plain to the other 
and which therefore makes it un 
necessary to warn him further. 


A Case in Point. 

For instance, I give you a hand 
from the southern New England 
championships. It is not the best 
example I could find because the de- 
clarer, by an extremely fortunate 
caistributional freak, should have 
made his contract, although he 
didn't. You will like the hand the 
more, however, because the play is 


interesting. 
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BRIDGE PROBLEM.

not be made, even a one trick set— 
200 points—will be a fine score). 

(5) South has already warned his 
partner. There is no need to do so 
again. 

South opened the fourth best 
spade and felt a pang when the ace 
of spades was collected, the ace of 
hearts cashed, and a low heart 
trumped. 

Declarer continued with his cross- 
ruff, trumping two spade leads in 
dummy and two more heart leads in 
his hand. At this point he erred by 
leading the spade queen and (is- 
carding a club from dummy. North 
ruffed and was not slow to take ad- 
vantage of the lapse, although he 
too, had an opportunity to make «a 
greedy error. 

He considered leading a club to 
put South in for a diamond icad 
through the king-jack for a two 
trick set—but he knew that South 
did not hold a diamond because: 

1. He would probably have led it 
originally. West obviously had a 
suit-pattern and South would na- 
turally attempt to cut down the 
number of ruffs available to dummy. 
The bidding marked West and 
North with the high trumps, so 
South would have no fear of jeop- 
ardizing his partner’s trump hold 
ing. 

2. He had rebid freely in spite of 
the fact that his established maxi- 
mum in honor tricks was 2 1-2 and 
that North’s redouble had asked him 
to pass. Hence he had probably 
held 5—4—4—0. (The five spades 
and four hearts of course had al- 
ready been marked by the fall of 
the cards.) 

North, therefore, cashed the ace 
of diamonds, threw dummy in with 
a low diamond, and forced declarer 
to lead away from dummy’s minor 
ten-ace in clubs, defeating the hand 
one trick. North and South gather- 


ed in two club tricks and three 
trump tricks. 
Deciarer, of course, should have 


made his contract. Simply by be- 
ing as careful as North, he should 
have known that South held the ace 
of clubs and no diamonds—and that 
by leading up to the club king in- 
stead of playing the high spade he 
could have assured himself the two 
tricks necessary to bring home his 
contract.

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WHEN JUSTICE TRIUMPHED | 


By PETER LEVINS. 


HE BODY of Brooks Van 
Hoose, middle-aged capital- 
ist of Carthage, Mo., lay on 

its back near the reception room 
door inside the wide portico. On 
the floor, near the left hand was a 
.38-caliber revolver. The room 
showed no indications of a struggle, 
the dead man’s clothes were not 
disarranged. His spectacles were 
exactly in place on his nose. 


Sheriff Oll Rogers, of Jasper 
county, who had been summoned to 
the Van Hoose estate, Van Acres, 
four miles from Carthage, as soon 
as the body was discovered, knelt 
down to make a close examination 
and was startled to observe that 
Van Hoose’s pet piece of jewelry, a 
five-carat diamond ring worth $5,- 
000, still sparkled on his hand. Rog- 
ers had assumed at once that the 
motive of the crime had been rob- 
bery, and that the ring would be 
missing. . 

The officer had known about this 
ring. Several weeks before the 
tragedy Van Hoose, who had made 
a fortune from marble quarries and 
zinc mines, had been slugged by 
footpads in St. Louis and the ring 
taken. Subsequently it had been 
recovered in a St. Louis pawn shop 
and Van Hoose had immediately re- 
sumed wearing it. 


Friends had warned him that this 
was a foolhardy thing to do, that he 
was a walking invitation to crimi- 
nals, and finally, when he still in- 
sisted on sporting the diamond, they 
told him that he should carry a 
gun for his own protection. Van 
Hoose’s wife and daughter lived in 
Washington, D. C., where the 
daughter was studying art; he him- 
self lived entirely alone at Van 
Acres. He hired people of the re- 
gion to work on his estate but only 
he slept in the mansion. 


Late in February, 1934, Van Hoose 
had called on Sheriff Rogers and 
applied for permission to carry a 
pistol. Rogers at that time advised 
him against wearing his pet ring. 
But the wealthy recluse had confi- 
dently asserted he could take care 
of himself. 

And now he was dead—and the 
ring still sparkled on his hand.

Sheriff Rogers examined the gun. 
He saw that it was the victim's own 
pistol, and that one shot had been 
fired. Could it have been suicide? 
The sheriff answered this question 
immediately, for he pulled aside the 
dead man’s coat and found two bul- 
let wounds in the chest. Moreover, 
examination of the room showed 
that several other shots had been 
fired. 

Rogers found a steel-jacketed bul- 
let under a settee in the reception 
room, dug a second bullet out of the 
east wall, and a third out of the 
wood standard of a clothing rack. 
Discovery of these bullets indicated 
that the killer had fired somewhat 
wildly, as though he had been taken 
unawares, possibly after Van Hoose 
himself had fired. Had the master 
of Van Acres surprised a burglar in 
the house?

left hand along the side, the clench- 
ed right hand close to the face. 


When he learned that every door 
and window in the house had been 
found locked, Rogers scrutinized the 
door leading out onto the portico. 
It was fitted with a catch lock, the 
type that locks automatically when 
the door is closed. 


“Isn't that the Van Hoose car?” 
the sheriff asked of the crowd of 
neighbors. He pointed to a coupe 
parked in front of the door. Some 
one answered that it was. He went 
down the steps to the car. 


Almost immediately his gaze light- 
ed on a small hole in the left door, 
facing the house. It was a bullet 
hole, and the pellet of lead had 
passed through the door, clipped a 
corner of the seat cushion, and drop- 
ped to the floor board.

Sheriff Rogers turned to the 
group of neighbors. “Who discov- 
ered the body?” he asked. 

A tall lean man, W. R. Murray, 
said he had discovered the body. He 
had done work for Van Hoose on 
occasion, he said. He had borrowed 
a light car trailer from the estate, 
and had first come back to return 
it on the day before, which was 
Sunday, March 4. There had been 
no answer to his knocks, so Mur- 
ray had driven off, and returned 
again the next morning. 

“Again there was no answer,” he 
said. “What struck me as strange, 
too, was that his car still stood in 
the driveway here, where I saw it 
yesterday.”

He said that he hunted Mr. Dean, 
the caretaker, and that together 
they forced a window and entered 
the house.

Murray got a ladder and screwed 
the bulb into place. It shone at 
once. Whoever killed Brooks Van 
Hoose had first taken the precau- 
tion of loosening the bulb so that 
the portico would remain in dark- 
ness. 

“He must have been shot as he 
stood in the doorway,” said the of- 
ficer. “He had his gun in his hand 
as he opened the door. He probably 
fired once before he was shot, and 
that bullet struck his own car.” 

The door had closed and locked 
as Van Hoose staggered back into 
the room. One bullet had entered 
his right chest, severing a_ gold 
watch chain, and a second had 
struck the spinal cord. Coroner W. 
G. Hogan, who arrived at the scene 
while Rogers was making his pre 
liminary investigation, said that the 
corpse was in an advanced stage of 
rigor mortis, that Van Hoose had 
been dead between 24 and 36 hours. 

Coroner Hogan detected powder 
burns on the lips and hands. This 
indicated that the murder weapon 
had exploded within a few inches of 
him, and that he must have held his 
hands in front-of his face 

Sheriff Roeers asked if anv one 
remembered hearing shots from 24 
to 36 hours before the tragedy. Mrs 
Tom Hackett. who lived across the 
road, said she had heard some ex 
plosions at about 9:30 Saturday 
night. She had thoucht at the time 
that it was the backfirine of an au- 
tomobile 

“Nine-thirty,” said the sheriff. 
“Nine-thirty Saturday night .. .” 

Then he ran to his car and drove 
away from Van Acres. 

The reason for this sudden move 
was Yhat Rogers had remembered a 
series of events which had happened 


the previous Saturday evening, 
events which he now believed tied 
up with the events at the Van Hoose 
estate, 
oe ee 

On Saturday afternoon, March 3, 
a dark Ford V-8 had stopped at a 
tourist camp east of Carthage on 
highway 66. Six men had entered 
the cafe and occupied a corner 
booth. The proprietor, R. E. Dugan, 
took their orders for food and drink, 
and he was busy preparing the vic- 
tuals in the lean-to kitchen when 
he happened to overhear some of 
the visitors’ conversation. 

“What's the plan?” he heard one 
of the men inquire. 

Another of the group replied, but 
in a voice too low for Dugan to hear. 


“That's okay,” said the first voice. 
“I know the layout.” 


Some more guarded talk followed, 
Out of it all Dugan had been able 
to catch only the words, “Tonight 
on the road past the country club.” 


Dugan emerged with the various 
orders. As soon as possible he re. 
turned to the kitchen and scribbled 
this message to Deputy Sheriff 
Daugherty Hatcher: 


“Come to Sleepy Hollow 

7:30. 1 want to see you. 
“R. E. DUGAN,” 

He gave this to an employe to 
deliver. 

Dugan had plenty of opportunity, 
while his guests were eating, to scru- 
tinize each face, and he was also 
able to inspect the car.

After 
hearing Dugan’s story, he concluded 
that the sextet had planned to rob 
the Broadview Country Club, 
Hatcher at once communicated with 
Sheriff Rogers, with the result that 
Rogers, Hatcher and four other of- 
ficers drove that evening to the vi- 
cinity of the country club, prepared 
to frustrate the holdup and grab the 
robbers red-handed.

Binnie déco- 
rated and furnished this and the seven 
apartments which she rents. She is an 
unusual landlady. 

A lot of picture players have “business 
interests.” They may be the result of a 
hobby, of a cautious nature which looks 
forward to the day when the screen 
salary will go, or of good management 
by a business agent. But Binnie Barnes 
seems unable to help being in one busi- 
ness or another. Her bountiful energy 
and talents get her into things. 


SHE explained the 
real estate venture while we were having 
lunch on the porch, 

“I had to do it,” she said. “It was the 
only way I could get a fit place to live. 


‘You know how hard it is here, unless 


you want a huge place that’s terribly ex- 
pensive. And I don’t want to spend a 
whole lot of money for a place to live.” 

She wouldn’t, this daughter of a Lon- 
don policeman. She is too straightfor- 
ward, too alien to unreality, to fall for 
the great fetish of Hollywood—Front, 
She would want a comfortable home, 
large enough so that she wouldn’t feel 
cramped but not big enough for the 
tourist guides to show to the folks from 
Kansas.

USKY A. L. 
Alexander sits 
in his cubicle office every day wading 
through hundreds of letters. The office 
is tiny and hot, and sudden blares of 
music from adjacent studios penetrate 
the walls. The musical uproar is enough 
to halt the thoughts of one who can’t 
concentrate; but Alex can concentrate. 
His nimble fingers rip and tear at the 
envelopes, but he handles the contents 
with care. He scans the jerky writing 
of one of the messages, then gently lays 
is aside on a heap of preferred letters. 
That letter promises something to him. 
“That,” he says, “might be what I 
want.” 
This is A. L. Alexander at work. There 


are approximately 1,500 letters delivered 
to him every week and he reads every 
one. Unnecessary, you say? Hire an- 
other secretary. Impossible! He must 
read every one of them himself because 
they are the life-blood of his program. 
The Good Will Court would be nothing 
without these letters, from these people. 
The entire plan that Alexander has 
worked out—to help unfortunates, people 
with a load on their chests—is built 
around these letters. 
Who are these messages from? They’re 
"wie your neighbors; your doctor, your 
awyer, your butcher and baker. They’re 
from the United States, from America 
itself. 


Tue Good Will 
Court is a combination of criminal, civil 
and domestic relations tribunal. All types 
of cases are handled and all types of 
people come for advice. Sometimes the 
guest judge hands down a decision that 
Alexander disagrees with. Then there en- 
sues a debate. that becomes heated 
enough to provoke listeners to send hun- 
dreds of letters, insisting that “justice be 
done.” In no uncertain words they pro- 
ceed to take the visiting magistrate apart 
with spirited phrases. 

Another interesting angle of these 
broadcasts is the response of welfare 
Organizations and of police and district 
attorneys offices. 

There are 20 welfare organizations co- 
@perating with the program—uinvestigat- 
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ing cases, assisting the physically and 
mentally sick and even attempting to find 
employment for some. 


Not only do welfare workers listen to 
the program in order to secure names 
and facts; much data on cases which, for 
various reasons, cannot be broadcast is 
turned over to them. 


The forces of the law, too, find the 
program lucrative in exposing some of 
those amazing rackets that flourish in 
thickly populated centers. ' 


Since the inception of the program over 
WOR in 1935, Alexander has received a 
total of 2,000 offers from attorneys who 
are willing to give their free services to 
those heard on the program. Practically 
all offers have been turned down because 
of the possibility that “ambulance chas- 
ers” may victimize the litigants, 


HE evolution of 
this rapidly growing program is the evo- 
lution of Alexander himself. 


Alex was born and educated in Boston 
and spent some time in Ohio where he 
studied at the Cincinnati Theological 
Seminary. 

He probably always knew what he 
wanted to do, but he never could tie the 
ends together in the fashion he desired. 
He was a reporter, an actor with a travel- 
ing troupe and finally a social service 
worker. 

“I like social service work best,” he 
says. 

Some would say it’s a long throw from 
social service work to radio announcing, 
but it ultimately led to his goal —the 
Good Will Court. Here’s the way it 
worked out: 

As a. police reporter, Alex knocked 
around the criminal courts and as a social 
service worker he became ac@guainted 
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Alexander, Reporter - Sociologist, 


with the unfortunates who bear the brunt 
of the world’s woes. That was the acorn. 
When he became established in radio, 
there came the chance to tie his experi- 
ence and his ability together. He took 
a flyer with his brain-child and, although 
it was slow to catch on with the public, 
it finally clicked. It banged. It wowed. 


To say that Alex works feverishly on 
his program is putting it mildly. Even 
after the broadcast is over he stays in 
the studio with the two judges and they 
handle the left-over cases that could not 
be broadcast. 


A\LEXANDER invites 
40 people to the Court but he allows for 
a certain number not being able to attend 
and also allows for cases that could not 
be broadcast on a radio network because 
of their character. 

Before the program starts each litigant 
is interviewed in Alexander’s little office. 
There is an imporcstant reason behind this 
interview. Alex has to get a line on his 
performers, has to be sure they are not 
ill and must convince himself that noth- 
ing disastrous can occur on the air later 
in the evening. Occasionally some per- 
son, mentally deranged, comes to him 
and that creates a: problem. 

“Another thing,” says Alex. “We have 
to be careful that no slanderous remarks 
are made on the ait here’s no telling 
what a man or woman might say and 
put us in a very embarrassing position.’ 

The studio is a one, yet no 
audience is allowed to view the program. 
Alexander mentions no names and intro- 
duces each litigant by number in order 
that these people may receive full pro- 
tection. 

Since the first program in 1935, 14,000 
cases have been submitted and 3,200 of 
them used on the air. 
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After appearing on the Mu- 
tual. Broadcasting System on 
Sunday evenings for some 
time, the Good Will Court 
will be broadcast over NBC 
starting Sept. 20. 


Thirty-five per cent of the cases con- 


erned wife desertion and another 35 per 
cent concerned broken wills, compensa- 
tion claims and pension fund frauds. 


Fifteen per cent of the people heard on 
the program declared that they were vic- 
timized by unjust installment contracts 
which they had been unable to complete. 
In this class, too, are the cases of guaran- 
tors who sign agreements that eventually 
overwhelm them. 


Down at the end of the percentage 
column, with a 1 per cent rating, are re- 
ports that persons have been threatened 
by telephone or through the mails, scan- 
dalous remarks, blackmail, libel. 


"Typicar of the 
human interest stories brought out dur- 
ing the programs are these two, which 


reflect the opposite poles of human 
foibles. 


One women came to Alexander with 
the complaint that the pilot light on her 
gas stove refused to function. She and 
the landlord were deadlocked over who 
should pay to have it fixed. 

“How much would it cost to replace 
the broken part?” Alexander asked her. 

“The gas company sells them for 26 
cents,” she replied. 

“And how much carfare did you spend 
coming here?” Alex asked again. 

“Forty cents.” 

The other story is that of a blind man 
whose family sent him to the park with 
one of his sons. The son deserted him. 
When the man found his way back to 
his home he discovered that his family 
had moved away, leaving him ‘to shift 
for himself. After he told his story, the 
blind man broke down and begged the 
Court to tind his people for him. 

The program has now reached the 
point of development where it has been 
bought to replace Major Bowes on his 
Sunday evening hour over NBC starting 
Sept. 20. 

Told of the change, Alexander said: 
“I am pleased because of the oppor- 
tunity it allows to bring the Good Will 
Court to every hamlet and town in the 
nation.”

The radio executives are taking the 
political bosses out to the he-man equiva- 
lent of cocktails and the political crooners 
are taking the prima donnas out to drink 
whatever the prima donnas think may be 
good for their voices. So it is fun all 
around. 

I suppose, to be in tune with the tunes, 
I should be right on the spot with my 
fashion-wise camera shooting pictures of 
Congressman Martin (he’s’ Landon’s 
Eastern manager) in his new sunflower 
tie, or Jim Farley in something a little 
nifty for late afternoon. But I can’t bring 
myself to it. For fashions—female fash- 
ions—are the grandest I have seen in 
years. And, what with the new veday 
social aspects of the radio business, the 
stars are looking too beautiful and too 
chic to be real. 

There’s little Florence Baker, for 
example. She is an ingenue on NBC 
and she has always had something about 
her that appealed to my pet men. But 
when her name came up, I'd say: “Of 
course she is darling, but she is just a 
youngster. She is really only interested 
in college boys.” Which usually quieted 
my pet men. 


Burt I don’t know 
what I am going to do this year. The 
new clothes have done something to Flor- 
ence—something exciting and subtle and 
tantalizing. She is a positive menace. 
The other day I met her on her way 
back from a rehearsal wearing one of 
the new tunic suits. 

“Come on in and let’s take down our 
hair over a lemonade,” I said to her. 
“You are looking altogether too beauti- 
ful this year. What about it?” 

Florence took a sip of her lemonade 
and looked smug as a kitten. “It’s the 
new clothes. They are wonderful. For 
once, fashions seem to have gotten 
around to me. The new shorter skirts, 
instead of making me look like a baby, 
are cut so that I look sophisticated. And 
the tailored clothes, instead of making 
me school-girly, have so many cute 
tricks that I feel grand in them. Look 
at this tunic, for instance.”

If I looked all 
the way up and down Fifth Avenue and 
in and out of every Longchamps in town, 
I couldn't find a girl who knows her 
fashions and her own type better than 
Bernice Claire. She has really golden 
hair and this summer she tanned her 
skin a deep, warm brown so that she 
looks like a golden girl.

‘Give Me Your Heart.’ 


A fine and sensitive treatment 
of the stage play, “Sweet Aloes.” 
Recommended. Warner Bros. 

Too seldom does Hollywood turn 
out so honest a piece of adult en 
tertainment as Warner Bros. has 
produced in “Give Me Your Heart,” 
adapted from the play “Sweet 
Aloes.” It is not a perfoce picture, 
but it admits some of the facts oi 
human existence, including the 
usually neglected verity that mature 
people are complex beings who do 

not always react to their emotions 
like an infant with colic. 

The picture is particularly note- 
worthy because it had to overcome 
more difficulties than a producer is 
generally willing to tussle with. The 
story, of a woman who gies up her 
child to the invalid wife of the 
child’s father, is static. She leaves 
England for America, marries and 
suffers—not nobly, thank heaven, but 
normally. Finally she sees the child, 
together with the titled father and 
his wife, and she is cured. 

This is psychological drama, an 
excellent thing on the stage but 
usually a misfit on the screen. But 
so deftly is it directed and portrayed 
that it becomes absorbing entertain- 
ment. 

The gap between beginning and 
end is filled by that old dramatic de 
vice, the confidant who maneuvers 
the other players and then steps 
aside to watch the results of his 
handiwork. (In Bauve Decade drama 
he was usually Known as “good old 
Charlie.) 

For this reason the picture belongs 


more to Roland Young than to the 
principals, Kav Francis and George 
Brent. Young can usually steal any 
picture in which he plays, but thi 
one is handed to him on a platte. 
He has all the comedy (bolstered 
by Helen: Flint’. and most of the 
action 

However. Miss Francis egives a 
sensitive restrained performance 
which is one of her best. Georce 
Brent (with a mustacne} as tne 
American husband and Patric 
Knowles as the voung British 1 
man are fully adequate in pat 
which do not demand much.

a Charming Voice 


Every once in a while I can light upon 
a swell story by just wandering up to a 
director and saying, ‘““What’s new?” 

The director will always say, “Not a 
thing,” but he'll 
fingers and remember something that is 


sometimes snap his 


pretty new after all. 

That’s what Irving Reis did the other 
day. Reis is director of the Columbia 
Workshop, the experimental program. He 
snapped his fingers with a very loud pop 
and said, “Wait a minute. We do have 
something kind of unusual coming up.” 

Well, it seems that, within a couple of 
weeks, Reis is going to use his half-hour 
program on Saturday evening at 7:30 


EST to show how radio might eventually 
give everyone one of those honey smooth 
voices. 


This is the way it has come about. 
Radio engineers, in fooling around their 
equipment when they have nothing else 
to do, have discovered that the human 
voice averages fourteen different tones. 
Or maybe scientists have known it all 
along. Anyway, harshness or tinniness 
or gruffness depends on which of these 
tones are dominant. If all the nice ones 
are, you have a swell voice; if a couple 
of bad ones stand out you've got a bad 
voice. 


The radio engineers know, from experi- 
ments, how to cut out those bad tones 
and build up the good ones. They have 
never done it yet on the air—their job 
is to reproduce as perfectly as possible 
the voice as it is, without any doctoring 
at all—but if Reis has his way, they 
will break a precedent and try out their 
knowledge just once. 


Reis wants it known that there is yet 
nothing practical about the idea; it’s just 
what he calls it: a workshop experiment. 
One girl he'll use will be a youngster 
new to radio who, though she is young 
and good looking, sounds over the air as 
though she’s an old lady. She’s being 
used in old lady parts now, and Reis won- 
ders if he can’t, by sublimating or 
strengthening some of her fourteen or so 
tones, bring out the youth in her voice. 


He thinks the idea has amusing possi- 
bilities. He is even inclined to grin as 
he talks about it. Gracie Allen’s laugh, 
for instance, could be made into a deep- 
throated roar, and Poley McClintock, the 
frog-voiced drummer with Fred Waring, 
could be made to sound like the proprie- 
tor of a girls’ school. 


Reis laughs right out loud when he 
mentions the last possibility. Politicians 
who have odd voices, he says, would 
probably be elected by tremendous ma- 
jorities because of the fascinating way in 
which the engineers would make them 
speak over the air.

Look up the Vox Pop show run by 
Jerry Belcher and Parks Johnson over 
NBC this Sunday afternoon and listen to 
it. The two boys, who got the idea of 
lugging a microphone around the street 
and asking people insane questions, are 
trying something new. They'd like to 
know what you think of it. 


Parks and Johnson, who came to New 
York a year or more ago from Texas 
and started doing street interviews, are 
going to abandon the thoroughfares and 
take their mike right into the homes. 
In- that way, they'll interview whole 
families. 

The boys aren't doing it because the 
original idea has lost it’s pep, but they 
have found that their feature has been 
incorporated in several other programs 
on the air. So they thought of this to 
keep ahead of the pack.

‘Rubato’ 


Frank St. Leger, director of the Fire- 
side Recital heard Sunday evenings over 
NBC, explained a word the other day 
that has been puzzling a lot of people 
who hear it now and again in the stu- 
dios. “Rubato” is the word and St. 
Leger says it refers to the soloist’s right 
to give individuality to his interpretation 
of a song. 

“*Robbed time’ is the fuller definition,” 
he explains. “You rob the rhythm, the 
inflection, the bar in one place and pay 
it back in another. As long as you are 
faithful to the composer’s intent, vou are 
all right. 

“I can compare it with motoring. You 
are driving along without strain, meet- 
ing the necessities of the road with an 
effortless touch on the steering wheel— 
a little to the right, a little to the left. 
That 1s comparable to rubato, viewed in 
terms of space instead of time; you may 
sway back and forth a little, but the main 
idea is that you stick to the road. 

“Well, in music, the composer marks 
the road. When singers over-interpret, 
they don't stick to it.” 
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When Helen Hayes returns to the air 
late this month, she will probably appear 
in another air series written by Edith 
Meiser. Miss Meiser did the writing for 
Miss Hayes last season when the lovely 
lady appeared in “The New Penny.” They 
worked together so well that the same 
arrangement is being contemplated for 
this season. Her script, not yet written, 
will probably have as a background a 
small college town—with Helen Hayes 
the daughter of a professor. 


Fans Cheer Slams 
and Bing Proves 
He Can Take Razz 


The sponsors of Bing Crosby’s pro- 
gram over NBC cn Thursday nights are 
awaiting with interest his return from 
his vacation. They're wondering if he's 
going to have any new ideas about the 
show as good as the last one he had. 

You may not have noticed it, but Bing 
is making the same shift in personality 
that Rudy Vallee made a year or so ago. 
Although he can still sing all right 
enough, he is becoming more of a show- 
man than anything else.
